HRM councillors 
representing the Halifax 
peninsula were seething 
yesterday after the munic¬ 
ipality issued $10,000 
worth of tickets during the 
first night of the overnight 
winter parking ban. 

Without a single 
snowflake on the ground, 
police delivered around 
200 tickets to motorists 
who parked on city streets 
between 1 and 7 a.m. Mon¬ 
day. The fine is $50, but in¬ 
creases to $82.96 if not 
paid within 60 days. 

“Peninsula councillors 
were told there would be 


some common sense with 
this ban,” said South End- 
Northwest Arm Coun. Sue 
Uteclc. “I’m not seeing 
that.” 

Uteclc has long been op¬ 
posed to the current policy 
of instituting the 
overnight parking ban on 
an arbitraiy date rather 
than simply waiting for 
the first major snowfall of 
the season. She called 
Monday night’s ticlcet-blitz 
“a tax grab” and said the 


current rules do nothing to 
deter street parking during 
actual storms. 

“I have absolutely no 
sympathy for anyone who 
gets a ticket during a 
snowstorm, but we give 
out these $50 tickets, and 
don’t tow the cars, so the 
street doesn’t even get 
cleared,” Uteclc explained. 

Halifax Downtown 
Coun. Dawn Sloane agreed 
with Uteclc’s stance, saying 
she receives dozens of 


complaints eveiy winter 
from distraught motorists 
living downtown. 

“I have people moving 
out of the district right 
now because there is no 
parking, and they’re frus¬ 
trated and they can’t pay 
$50 eveiy time they get a 
ticket,” she said. 

But Deputy Mayor Brad 
Johns of Middle and Upper 
Saclcville-Lucasville defend¬ 
ed the current policy, say¬ 
ing people were informed 
well in advance the ban 
was coming into effect. 

“The date is out there and 
people know what the date 
is ... so fair’s fair,” he said. 
“But I think there’s some 
merit to looking at postpon¬ 
ing it to the first snow.”

The municipality’s 23 
councillors wouldn’t touch 
a new proposal for a high¬ 
speed ferry service between 
Halifax and Bedford at last 
night’s regular council 
meeting — opting to defer 
debate on the matter until 
January. 

The unsolicited proposal 
from WaterLinlc Transporta¬ 
tion was submitted by local 
businessman Jay Hasson, 
who recently purchased 
two hovercrafts that he 
wants to put to use in a two- 
year pilot project linking 
Bedford to the downtown 
core. 

Hasson said he could 
have the service up and run¬ 


ning by February and asked 
council to approve his idea 
in principal — but council¬ 
lors weren’t biting, and 
they voted overwhelmingly 
to move the item to their 
next meeting. 

A municipally backed 
fast-ferry project has been 
in the works for years, but 
has been in dry dock since 
April because a business 
plan was not completed 
quickly enough. 

In other council news yes¬ 
terday, it looks like the mu¬ 
nicipality’s race-relations 
committee won’t be resur¬ 
rected anytime soon. 

During yesterday’s after¬ 
noon session, several coun¬ 
cillors expressed a desire to 
see the committee re¬ 
formed to help deal with 
the over-representation of 
African-Nova Scotian youth 
in the justice system. The 
group was disbanded last 


year during a major review 
of the city’s boards and 
committees. 

But Halifax Regional Po¬ 
lice Chief Frank Beazley 
told council that the cur¬ 
rent system of holding regu¬ 
lar meetings between him¬ 
self, HRM public safety offi¬ 
cer Don Spicer, Dr. Donald 
Clairmont and several 
prominent members of the 
black community in HRM 
has been working just fine. 

“We’ve had a golden op¬ 
portunity to engage some 
prominent people in the 
African-Nova Scotian com¬ 
munity,” Beazley said. “To 
rush out and establish a 
committee without a prop¬ 
er plan, or proper support, 
would be wrong ... There’s 
still a long way to go.” 

Beazley said the consulta¬ 
tions, which began last 
summer, are expected to 
continue in 2010.

Officials still fear 3rd wave

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As HlNl clinics come to an 
end, health officials hope 
they've vaccinated enough 
people to prevent a third 
wave. 

Open clinics, a key part 
to the largest vaccination 
program in the province’s 
history, came to an end in 
the Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality yesterday. As of 
Monday 62,272 people had 
been vaccinated at Capital 
Health clinics. But that’s 
only a fraction of the over¬ 
all number. 

Counting the shots given 
out by physicians, hospi¬ 
tals and other outlets there 
have been 285,342 HlNl 
shots distributed. That’s 
enough for 71 per cent of 
the population in HRM. 

Officials were hoping for 
70 to 75 per cent to ward 
off a third wave of swine 
flu, but they said yesterday 
it’s too soon to tell if that 
will happen. “We may still 
have a ways to go before 


we get to that point where 
we can be confident about 
a third wave, which is why 
we’re still urging people to 
get immunized,” said 
Gaynor Watson-Creed, dis¬ 
trict medical officer for 
Capital Health. 

Shots can still be re¬ 
ceived at doctors’ offices 
and walk-in clinics. The 
amount of actual vaccine 


used by doctors won’t be 
known until Capital 
Health collects all the data, 
but Watson-Creed said she 
expects it to be close to the 
amount given out. 

“We are hearing anecdo¬ 
tally from family doctors 
that we’re using up what 
we send them,” she said. 
“So it sounds like the ma¬ 
jority of the vaccine is get¬ 


ting used up.” 

She said the busyness of 
HlNl clinics had dropped 
in recent days from a peak 
of almost 3,500 people per 
day to a recent average of 
2,000 people per day, 
adding family doctors 
could handle that traffic. 

In total there were 130 
clinics held between Oct. 
29 and Dec. 15. 


Insurance cap upheld on 
minor injuries in car wrecks 


payouts Nova Scotia Ap¬ 
peal Court has upheld 
provincial legislation that 
imposed a $2,500 cap on 
insurance awards for those 
who suffer minor injuries 
in auto accidents. 

The court dealt with two 
appeals simultaneously 
from three accident vic¬ 
tims who challenged the 
2003 legislation, claiming 
the law violates their 
equality rights under Sec¬ 
tion 15 of the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms. 

In a ruling released yes¬ 
terday, a three-judge panel 
concluded that the cap on 
non-monetary damages for 
pain and suffering is not 
discriminatory. 

The 55-page judgment 
reviewed several legal ar¬ 
guments put forward by 
two women hurt in sepa¬ 
rate accidents, and a third 
woman who claims she 
has suffered from post- 
traumatic stress disorder 
since seeing her father be¬ 
ing struck by a truck. 

The panel concluded 
that while the law creates 
disadvantages for certain 
groups, it is not the prod¬ 
uct of prejudice or stereo¬ 


typing. The judges also 
found the appellants failed 
to prove that regulations 
drafted after the law was 
passed went further than 
intended by extending the 
reach of the cap. 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment argued the legisla¬ 
tion reflects sound public 
policy aimed at containing 
skyrocketing automobile 
insurance premiums. 

The court’s ruling carries 
little weight because the 
province’s NDP govern¬ 
ment has already commit¬ 
ted to scrapping the cap in 
favour of a deductible for 
personal injury claims. 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
has said the cap creates 
“undue hardships” be¬ 
cause it sometimes limits 
compensation for serious 
injuries. 

The court noted that 
similar laws have with¬ 
stood challenges under the 
charter in other provinces. 
The two accident victims 
argued the law was invalid 
because they were denied 
their right to have their 
claim assessed by an im¬ 
partial tribunal.

Drunk driving 
campaign 
'will save lives'

A campaign encouraging 
Nova Scotians to call 911 if 
they suspect someone is 
driving impaired was 
launched yesterday in Hal¬ 
ifax. 

The Call 911 campaign is 
a national initiative of 
Mothers Against Drunk 
Drivers Canada. Provincial- 
ly, the partnership includes 
Halifax Re¬ 


son, said Mar¬ 
garet Miller, president of 
MADD Canada. 

“We believe it is a pro¬ 
gram that will save lives,” 
said Miller, who lost her 26- 
year-old son Bruce, a police 
officer, to an impaired driv¬ 
er. “The death of my son 
was a preventable loss that 
makes the Call 911 pro¬ 
gram so very important.” 

Miller said the program 
goes beyond law enforce¬ 
ment, and is “giving Canadi¬ 
ans a critical role in their 
own safety, by calling 911 
before a potentially deadly 
crash occurs.” 

The province will install 
13 highway signs during 


the holiday season to en¬ 
dorse the campaign. 

Miller said the annual 
program has increased ar¬ 
rest rates by an average of 
30 per cent nationwide. 

Impaired driving is the 
No. 1 cause of criminal 
death in Canada, said Bill 
Estabrooks, minister of 
transportation and infra¬ 
structure renewal for Nova 
Scotia, at the program 
launch yesterday morning 
at HRP headquarters. He 
said of the 66 
roadside 
deaths in No¬ 
va Scotia this 
year, 18 in¬ 
volved an im¬ 
paired driver.

Cops using privacy law as shield: Group 

Civil liberties head says more police agencies refusing to release details in conduct cases 


The head of a civil liberties 
group is accusing the 
police of using privacy 
legislation to block public 
scrutiny of their actions, a 
day after the RCMP 
refused to reveal details of 
a fatal shooting involving 
one of its officers. 

David Eby of the B.C. Civil 
Liberties Association said 
he’s seeing more police 
agencies cite the federal pri¬ 


vacy law as a reason for not 
releasing information about 
investigations into officers’ 
conduct. “It’s really not 
about privacy rights,” he 
said from Vancouver yester¬ 
day. “We feel they’re using 
it as a shield to avoid ac¬ 
countability.” 

His comments come in 
the aftermath of a decision 
by Nova Scotia RCMP to not 
charge an officer who fatal¬ 


ly shot a reportedly intoxi¬ 
cated and suicidal man who 
was in his home alone in 
Cape Breton. 

John Simon died Dec. 8, 
2008, after he was shot on 
the Wagmatcoolc First Na¬ 
tion reserve. His family ar¬ 
gue police didn’t need to en¬ 
ter the residence, where Si¬ 
mon was reportedly sitting 
on the toilet when the offi¬ 
cer is believed to have 


climbed in through a win¬ 
dow. 

RCMP said at a news con¬ 
ference Monday a probe by 
Halifax Regional Police de¬ 
termined the officer who 
fired the gun did so in self- 
defence. But they refused to 
answer questions about the 
incident, including why Si¬ 
mon was considered a 
threat, and how many 
times Simon was shot. 


RCMP Chief Supt. Blair 
McKnight said Monday he 
wasn’t “permitted to re¬ 
lease a copy of this investi¬ 
gation or the details” be¬ 
cause of the privacy law. 

When asked yesterday to 
explain how the law pre¬ 
vents the release of more 
details, the RCMP issued a 
news release reiterating its 
position. 

Eby said there have been 


other cases in British Co¬ 
lumbia where police have 
cited the federal law to 
withhold the release of in¬ 
formation into cases prob¬ 
ing police conduct. 

“They’re taking a certain 
interpretation of privacy 
law that most benefits them 
in avoiding having to ex¬ 
plain difficult circum¬ 
stances,” he said.

“It had no business being 
there,” acknowledged Liber¬ 
al party spokesman Daniel 
Lauzon. 

Another fake photo, de¬ 
picting Harper with his arm 
buried to the elbow in the 
wrong end of a cow, was al¬ 
so removed. Lauzon said 
the cow picture was meant 
to poke fun at the carbon 
emissions produced by 
bovine flatulence but was 
removed “due to the possi¬ 
bility of misinterpretation.” 

The photos had been part 
of a contest, in which the 
party invited people to 
make up humorous pic¬ 
tures portraying the prime 
minister’s reluctance to par¬ 
ticipate in the Copenhagen 
climate-change summit. 

The photos are “user-gen¬ 
erated” and don’t necessari¬ 
ly reflect the views of the 
party, said Lauzon — still, 
they are supposed to be 
screened by the party be¬ 
fore they’re posted. 

“We do review them but 
that one admittedly slipped 
through the cracks,” Lau¬ 


zon said of the doctored 
photo of Oswald, who was 
shot by Ruby on Nov. 24, 
1963, two days after Oswald 


was arrested for the assassi¬ 
nation of U.S. President 
John F. Kennedy.

Fooled ya - group’s fake news releases 


Get ready for more 
shenanigans, Canada. 

Or maybe that’s all part 
of the hoax. 

It’s difficult to know 
what’s real and what’s not 
when it comes to the 
murky, madcap world of 
the Yes Men. 

The notorious group of 
pranksters had some peo¬ 
ple going on Monday with a 
prank on Canada over 
its stance on climate 
change. 

Now those same trick¬ 
sters are suggesting they 
will keep up their antics — 
and Alberta’s tarsands 
could be their next target. 

The New York-based 
group told a Twitter audi¬ 
ence yesterday it pulled its 
prank to teach people 
“about Canada’s true na¬ 
ture and their responsibili¬ 
ty to the developing coun¬ 
tries” over climate debt. 

But they conceded their 
message didn’t come across 
as clearly as they had

Attacker 
apologizes 
to Berlusconi 

Italy The man who 
attacked Italian Prime 
Minister Silvio Berlusconi 
apologized to him for his 
“superficial, cowardly and 
uncontrolled” attack as a 
judge considered whether 
he should be transferred 
to a psychiatric hospital. 
Massimo Tartaglia, a 42- 
year-old with a history of 
psychological problems, 
wrote a letter to 
Berlusconi through his 
lawyers, saying he was 
sorry for his act, the 
lawyers said in a commu¬ 
nique. 

Berlusconi, 73, was 
struck in the face Sunday 
as he signed autographs in 
Milan. Tartaglia hurled a 
statuette of Milan’s Duo- 
mo cathedral at the 
premier, breaking Berlus¬ 
coni’s nose and two teeth 
and cutting his lips. 

His defence lawyer, 
Daniela Insalaco, told re¬ 
porters outside Milan’s 
San Vittore prison that 
she was awaiting a ruling 
on whether Tartaglia 
should be sent to a psychi¬ 
atric unit. It was not clear 
when that ruling would 
be issued. 

Berlusconi, in a message 
from his hospital bed, 
thanked all those who had 
sent him good wishes. He 
urged his supporters to re¬ 
main calm. 

“Love always wins over 
envy and hatred,” he said 
in the message posted on 
his party's website. 

Interior Minister Rober¬ 
to Maroni gave details 
about Berlusconi's attack¬ 
er in an address to parlia¬ 
ment. 

He said Tartaglia was 
carrying pepper spray and 
a crucifix, suggesting the 
attack was planned.

Women in Arab world driven inside, says regional conference on topic

The sexual harassment of

'Balancing between

Differences between U.S. and China threaten conference

to fight global warming. 


The success of the UN cli¬ 
mate conference hung in 
the balance yesterday as 
China and the U.S. 
deadlocked over whether 
Beijing will allow the 
world to check its books 
and verify promised cuts 
in greenhouse gas 
emissions. 

Princes, presidents and 
premiers crowded into a 
vast hall for the formal 
opening of the largest sum¬ 
mit ever held on climate 
change, but attention was 
on the leaders of the 
world’s two largest pol¬ 
luters — U.S. President 
Barack Obama and Chinese 
Prime Minister Wen Jiabao 
— who plan to arrive for 
the final days of talks on a 
framework to control heat¬ 
trapping gases. 

Negotiators who have 
been working for 10 days 
floated new draft docu¬ 
ments on lesser issues. But 
they left open the vexing 
questions of emissions tar¬ 
gets for industrial coun¬ 
tries, billions of dollars a 
year in funding for poor 
countries to contend with 
global warming, and verify¬ 
ing the actions of emerging 
powers like China to ensure 
they keep their promises. 

“In these veiy hours, we 
are balancing between suc¬ 
cess and failure,” said con¬ 
ference president Connie 
Hedegaard of Denmark. 

Success is possible, she 
said, “but I must also warn 
you: We can fail — probably 
without anyone really 
wanting it so, but because 
we spent too much time on 
posturing, on repeating po¬ 
sitions, on formalities.”

Turning cow dung to electricity a 'win' 


Copenhagen The United 
States is counting on cows 
to help save the planet. 

U.S. Secretary of Agricul¬ 
ture Tom Vilsaclc an¬ 
nounced an agreement 
with the American dairy 
industry yesterday to re¬ 
duce the industry’s green¬ 
house gas emissions 25 
per cent by 2020, mostly 
by convincing farmers to 
capture the methane from 
cow manure that other¬ 
wise would be released in¬ 
to the atmosphere. 

“This historic agree¬ 
ment, the first of its kind, 



will help us achieve the 
ambitious goal of drasti¬ 
cally reducing greenhouse 
gas emissions while bene¬ 
fiting farmers,” Vilsaclc 
said at the UN climate 
talks. 

“(The) use of manure of 
technology is a win for 
everyone.” 

Agriculture accounts for 
about seven per cent of 
the greenhouse gas emis¬ 


sions in the United States. 

The plan calls for per¬ 
suading more American 
farmers to purchase an 
anaerobic digester, which 
essentially converts cow 
manure into electricity. 

The problem is that, so 
far, only two per cent of 
U.S. dairy farmers are us¬ 
ing the technology, mostly 
because it is too costly for 
family farmers. 

Farms that would be in¬ 
terested in this technology 
would likely have more 
than 100 cows.

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Airlines to 
lose billions 
in ’10: IATA 


The global airline industry 
will face another harrow¬ 
ing year in 2010, with loss¬ 
es expected to reach $5.6 
billion US despite some re¬ 
covery in passenger and 
cargo traffic, an industry 
group said yesterday. 

Low yields and rising 
costs are a “continuing dis¬ 
aster” for world airlines, 
who have already lost $49 
billion since 
2000, accord¬ 
ing to the In¬ 
ternational Air 
Transport As¬ 
sociation. The 
industiy 
group main¬ 
tained its estimate of $11 
billion full-year losses for 
2009. 

“The worst is likely be¬ 
hind us,” said IATA chief ex¬ 
ecutive Giovanni Bisignani. 
“Some key statistics are 
moving in the right direc¬ 
tion. Demand will likely 
continue to improve and 
airlines are expected to 
drive down non-fuel unit 
costs.” 

Still, he conceded that 
“airlines will remain firmly 
in the red in 2010.” 

IATA attributed much of 
the pressure on the “extra¬ 
ordinarily low” yields air¬ 


lines are currently generat¬ 
ing — the average price 
someone pays to fly one 
mile. Those will barely im¬ 
prove in 2010 because of a 
glut of planes on the mar¬ 
ket and lower corporate 
travel budgets, it said. 

The group, which repre¬ 
sents 240 airline companies 
worldwide, has been forced 
to lower its forecasts as the 
intensity and 
longevity of 
the economic 
crisis became 
clearer. It had 
earlier fore¬ 
cast $3.8 bil¬ 
lion in losses 
for 2010, and only 12 
months ago was predicting 
that deep cost cuts by U.S. 
carriers would limit indus¬ 
tiy losses to $2.5 billion for 
this year. 

“2009 veiy quickly got 
much worse than we ex¬ 
pected,” said IATA chief 
economist Brian Pearce. 

Passenger traffic fell 4.1 
per cent, from the already- 
low levels they reached in 
2008 when financial mar¬ 
kets collapsed, and premi¬ 
um fares fell the hardest. 
Cargo traffic, meanwhile, 
declined 13 per cent.

China doubles up on U.S. in money 
raised from initial public offerings 


China has outstripped the 
U.S. in the amount of mon¬ 
ey raised from stock list¬ 
ings, underscoring the re¬ 
gion’s stronger economy 
and a resurgence in invest¬ 
ment. 

Companies have raised 
nearly $52 billion US from 
initial public offerings on 
exchanges in Hong Kong 
and mainland China so far 
this year, according to fi¬ 
nancial research firm 
Dealogic. That’s about twice 
as much as the some $26.5 
billion in American IPOs. In 
2007, the amount of money 
raised from IPOs in Hong 
Kong and the mainland also 
exceeded the U.S. total. 

Hong Kong alone has 


drawn more than $27 bil¬ 
lion this year, making the 
southern Chinese financial 
centre the world’s top city 
for equity capital raising for 
the first time, according to 
Dealogic’s records dating to 
1997. Since 2000, Wall Street 
has led every year except for 
2006, when London was the 
destination of choice. 

The activity underscores 
the yawning gap in eco¬ 
nomic strength between 
Asia and the West. 

At a time when the U.S. 
and European economies 
are still suffering the effects 
of the financial crisis, China 
is headed for growth of 
eight per cent or more this 
year. the associated press

A look at what's known so far about the Roy Halladay trade 


There are two interesting 
initial takeaways for 
Toronto Blue Jays fans to 
note as the blockbuster 
Roy Halladay trade inches 
closer to completion. 

One, new general manag¬ 
er Alex Anthopoulos not 
only preaches creativity in 
his dealings with other 
teams, he practises it. 

Two, he likes the 
prospects he’s getting in re¬ 
turn so much that he will 
reportedly send a whack of 
money to the Philadelphia 
Phillies to help get the deal 
done. 

Neither point will offer 
much comfort to those 
worried about the grim re¬ 
ality of a Halladay-less fu¬ 
ture in Toronto, but both 
offer telling glimpses into 
how Anthopoulos and his 
new front office handle 
their business. 

First things first, the de¬ 
tails, as best they can be 
worked out with the Blue 
Jays still deep in blackout 
mode yesterday: 

• Halladay and the 
Phillies agreed to a three- 
year extension worth $60 
million US with a vesting 
option for a fourth season 
at an additional $20 mil¬ 
lion, according to multiple 
reports, appearing to leave 
physicals as the final step 
before the deal is complet¬ 
ed.

If you've ever seen desert 
rallies, where hand-built 
trucks race across sand 
dunes and rock crests, 
you'll appreciate the work 
that goes into making one 
of these ultra-tough 
machines.

power and prowess other¬ 
wise is to build it yourself. 

Only 550 are slated for 
Canada for 2010, starting at 
$48,299. That’s a lot of mon¬ 
ey, but it’s impossible to 
outfit a regular F-150 exact¬ 
ly like it, at any price. More 
importantly, and very un¬ 
usually for this much off¬ 
road ability, it’s also almost 
ridiculously comfortable on 


city streets. You won’t have 
to pay once for a weekend 
toy, and again for a workday 
commuter. 

It comes only as a Super 
Cab, with five-foot-five box, 
and right now with a 5.4- 
litre V8 with six-speed auto¬ 
matic transmission, produc¬ 
ing 320 horsepower. A 400- 
horsepower 6.2-litre V8 will 
also be available. Naturally, 
4x4 is the only configura¬ 
tion available, and Canadi¬ 
an trucks come complete 
with a luxury package. 

The body is wider than a 
stock F-150, to accommo¬ 
date the beefier suspension 
and Raptor-specific, 35-inch 
BF Goodrich tires.

in its suspension. Racing 
shock manufacturer Fox En¬ 
gineering created a new, re- 
buildable triple-bypass 
shock that, unlike most of 
Fox’s products, you can on¬ 
ly buy when the rest of the 
Raptor is attached. Ford says 
it’s the first time any pro¬ 
duction truck has used any¬ 
thing like it. It stiffens as it 
compresses, becoming four 
times harder at the end of 
the stroke.

turned pliable enough for 
an asphalt ride that’s more 
comfortable than the regu¬ 
lar F-150’s performance.

Well, no matter what fuel 
prices do, trucks are a ne¬ 
cessity for some and a hob¬ 
by for others, and if Go RV- 
ing can run TV ads extolling 
the virtues of driving a 
house across the country, 
the off-road crowd should 
have its fix, too.

In case you didn’t know 
the holiday season was 
upon us, the festive deco¬ 
rations throughout your 
city have probably remind¬ 
ed you by now. 

Every year Canadian 
cities invest in outdoor 
decorations because mak¬ 
ing the streets look good is 
an important part of get¬ 
ting people into the spirit 
of Christmas. 

In Vancouver’s premiere 
shopping district of South 
Granville, 11 blocks of pri¬ 
marily high end home 
decor boutiques, art gal¬ 
leries and antique stores 
are being dressed up to the 
nines with new planters, 
banners, wreaths and oth¬ 
er street-level decorations 
by the district’s own Busi¬ 
ness Improvement Associa¬ 
tion (BIA). 

Sharon Townsend, a 
spokesperson for the 
South Granville BIA, says 
the upcoming Olympics 
means this year they’re 
pulling out all the stops for 
decoration. 

“Our neighbourhood is 
undergoing a simply enor¬ 
mous transformation. 

We’re pushing the 
Olympic theme and mak¬ 
ing sure the streets are fes¬ 
tive and clean,” Townsend 
said. 

To encourage individual 
store owners throughout 
neighbourhood to con¬ 
tribute to its beautifica¬ 
tion, the South Granville 
BIA offers marketing 
grants to members and has 
created a $320,000 decora¬ 
tion campaign with prizes 
awarded to the businesses 
that best decorate their ex¬ 
terior areas. A good-look¬ 
ing neighbourhood is ben¬ 
eficial for all business own¬ 
ers, Townsend says. 

Across the country in 
downtown Toronto, work¬ 
ers have transformed the 
space in front of City Hall 
with lights, wreaths and an 
enormous, 62-foot high 
spruce tree — the city’s of¬ 
ficial Christmas tree for 
the season. 

Neil Weller, 63 and presi¬ 
dent of Weller Tree servic¬ 
es, has provided Toronto’s 
official tree for the past 46 
years and says the respon¬ 
sibility is a great honour. 


“We’re very proud of it. 
When everything lights up 
it’s a big bonus for us and 
it’s an honour to be doing 
it every year,” Weller said. 

Kevin O’Reilly, 48, is the 
maintenance foreman 
from Toronto City Hall in 
charge of decorating the 
official tree every year as 
well as running prepara¬ 
tions for Toronto’s city¬ 
wide Cavalcade of Lights 
celebration. O’Reilly and 
his team work hard to dec¬ 
orate the tree because the 
tree is an important sym¬ 
bol of holiday cheer. 

“The Christmas tree is 
the centre of attention — 
it’s the most important 
part of the decorations. 
Everybody works together 
and there’s a passion for 
it,” O’Reilly said. 

The team starts around 
Labour Day, usually about 
six weeks in advance of the 
celebration, collecting re¬ 
sources together and send¬ 
ing crews out to beautify 
the city. The tree itself 
takes two weeks to deco¬ 
rate. Despite the amount 
of effort involved, O’Reilly 
says it’s all worth it in the 
end.

Remember when buying 
plane tickets by phone was 
faster than using a clunky 
Web site with a dial-up 
connection? Remember 
when you needed a guide¬ 
book to plan a vacation, 
and when you had to 
phone ahead to get direc¬ 
tions? All these things are 
different now, thanks to 
two forces that have 
changed travel and 
tourism in the last decade 
profoundly and forever: 
terrorism and technology. 

Long before Sept. 11, 
2001, air passengers 
walked through metal de¬ 
tectors and had their car- 
ry-on luggage ^ 

screened by X-ray. 

But these proce- 
dures failed to 
prevent the 9/11 
attackers from 
boarding four jets 
with knives and 
box cutters. ^ 

Today, travellers 
who forget that snow 
globes, wine and water 
bottles aren’t allowed 
through airport check¬ 
points seem absurdly out 


of touch. And there’s little 
sympathy if you miss your 
flight because you didn't

I hassles, 
though, North

Very soon, one of the 
most iconic figures in pop¬ 
ular culture will be 
making his latest global 
appearance on Christmas 
Day.

When Sherlock Holmes 
hits theatres on Dec. 25, it’ll 
mark over a Century’s 
worth of cinema starring 
fiction’s most famous de¬ 
tective. But while the fic¬ 
tional British bloodhound 
tries to upstage St. Nick on 
Christmas Day, his cellu¬ 
loid appearance is certainly 
not unfamiliar. 

Ever since Sir Arthur Co¬ 
nan Doyle’s prized investi¬ 
gator made his on-screen 
debut in 1900 with a one- 
reeler called Sherlock 
Holmes Baffled, Hollywood 
has been smitten with the 
gumshoe. Since, Holmes 
has made more than 200 
film and TV appearances 


and been portrayed by such 
thespians as Basil Rath- 
bone, Michael Caine, Charl¬ 
ton Heston and Canada’s 
own Christopher Plummer. 

So, what’s made Holmes 
perhaps Hollywood’s most 
popular private eye?

1 eggplant, thickly sliced 
8 slices ciabatta bread 

METHOD: 

1. In small pot, mix 
currant jelly, mustard and 
rosemary. Preheat broiler 
to high. 

2. Put lamb chops on grill 
rack, brush with oil, then 
season. Arrange eggplant 
slices on grill rack, brush¬ 
ing with oil. Broil 6-8 min¬ 
utes, turning lamb once 
and eggplant slices 
occasionally, until golden. 


3. Gently heat glaze, then 
brush some over lamb.
